Indeed, ander the preseat laws of dur 
Sinte, it has already sunk into disrepute, 
and drawn upon it the most violent opposi- 
tign; hence, many men who believe in the 
efficiency of a judicious Militia System, 
have turned their attention towards eflecting 
its abolition, and that which was orce and 
should yet be the pride of every American 
freeman, has dwindled into iusignificance or 
‘become a farce in the annals of our country’s 
history. 

“We can trace thie disrcpete to no other 
cause than the existence of unwise and ua- 
wholesome laws, enacted for the government 
of that portion of our citizens who are wil- 
ling, under proper regulations, to perform 
military duty; and we are not mistaken, in
